Impact fees 
postponed 


BELLE GLADE - Responding to 
a requéat by two local contractors,” 
the City Commission Monday 
night decided to postpone the im- 
plementation of water and sewer 
development fees until July 7.

unaware of the ordinance even 
though news articles had been 
written about it and advertisemen- 
ts purchased in local newspapers, 

“I have no quarrel with the fees" 
or the amount,” said Zumpf, "they 
were just unexpected.” He went on 
to explain he has been awarded 
bids on two buildings and with the 
added costs of the impact fees, 
could get “hooked” for the cost. 

“I don’t believe the commission 
has done this to burn contractors," 
said Zumpf. “They meant for the 
consumer to pay the fees.” 

But Zumpf said this is not what 
is happening. Because of having to 
secure financing, a process that 
sometimes takes as long as 12 
weeks, contracts have already been 
signed without taking into con- 
sideration the impact fees, he said. 

Zumpf asked the commission to 
consider this aspect. 

Mayor Tom Altman concurred. 
"ft is eq@itable and (г to post- 
pone the fees for 90 days,” he said. 

City Manager Robert R. Sanders 
noted a 90 day postponement 
would mean the loss of almost 
$12,000 to the city special sewer 
and water improvement fund.

BELLE GLADE - U.S. Senator Richard Stone spent en 
appreciable part.of his tour of the Glades agriculturai area 
Saturday blasting the Carter.administration's failure to en- 
force the nation's sugar legislation and telling local sugar 
producers how force enforcement. 


“We're members of the same party," Stone said during " 


luncheon at Sugar Cane Growers Cooperative as he wount 
up his tour, “but this administration has often been difficult 
to deal with, extremely difficult on agriculture and im- 
possible when it comes to sugar.” 

Stone said he was surprised when told by Cooperative 
President George Wedgworth that Glades producers now 
have more sugar warehoused than has ever been the case in 
thepast. 4 

* Wedgworth told Stone sugar refiners which buy the raw 


' sugar are buying offshore sugar at a lower price than the 


13.5 cents per pound they would pay American producers, 
leaving the American producers to warehouse the sugar. 

Florida Sugar Cane League Vice President and General 
Manager Nelsoh Fairbanks said Glades producers how have 
350,000 tons of sugar, more than one-third of the 1977-78 
crop “оп loan" right now. He said that unless the Florida 
producers are able to' begin moving.that sugar into the 
market, the federal government is obliged to purchase it 
outright and arrange for its storage. 

The federal obligation comes under legislation passed last 
year which provides a subsidy for American-produced sugar 
of up to two cents per pound to bring the price up to 13.5 
cents per pound the average “break-even point" for 
producing it according to the government. 

That legislation also authorized the administration to set

“I wasn't invited to that meeting,” Stone told Wedgworth 
and other farmers he was meeting, “and Senator (Russell) 
Long wasn't invited.”

Lake at high water 
record for month 


Water storage in Lake Okeecho- 
bee is at an all-time high for May. 
Jack Maloy, Executive Director of 
the South Florida Water Manage- 
ment District, announced Friday 
at the District’s Governing Board 
meeting in West Palm Beach, that 
the lake was never reached a level 
of 15 feet mean sea level during 
May since records have been kept 
for the lake. 

"We may be making history in 
the next week to 10 days," Maloy 
said, in anticipation of even higher 
levels in the lake. As of Friday, 
May 12, the lake stood at 14.9 ft. 
msl. 

The District has looked for high 
water levels in Lake Okeechobee 
for several years in order to begin 
a scheduled rise in the lake's 
overall storage capacity which has 
been studied by the US Army 
Corps of Engineers and the 
District for many years. 

Concerns regarding higher 
water levels affecting the safety of 
surrounding communities has been 
virtually eliminated with the com- 
pletion of. the protective dike 
around the lake.

Thlathlo Turnka'is set up so that 
contestants fish from a different 
camp each half-day. In the mor- 
ning, they will drive to one camp 
and meet their guide, fish until 
11:00, then drive to the next and do 


the same. 

In all, they fly fish eight hours 
per day for three days straight, a 
pace guaranteed to put blisters on 
your hands and a healthy respect 
for fly fishing in your head. 

Points are awarded as follows: 
Each panfish, with the exception of 
tiny »stumpknockers, counted one 
point each up to a limit of 50 fish. 
Each bass, up to the limit of ten, 
counted two points. The largest 
two panfish caught in the morning 
and evening were weighed together 
and one point per ounce won and 
likewise, the largest two bass 


“caught during the two fishing 


periods are weighed and given two 
pointa per ounce.

Marina and were assigned rooms 
and drew for camps and guides. 

Monday morning, dark and 
early, the event began as the con- 
testants scattered to their camps. 
My first stop was in Clewiston at. 
Angler's Marina and my guide was 
Richard Vance. 

Those are home waters for me, 
but Richard managed to show me 
some tricks I wasn't aware of 
before. Because of muddy water, 
the fishing wasn't exactly terrific 
and most of our 43 points were 
taken under an old dock only a few 
yards from the marina. 

That afternoon, Bob Shields of 
Shields Guide Service in Moore 
Haven pulled Richard's trick . . . 
and showed me to my largest bass 
in the Moore Haven boat basin. 

Talk about frustration. After an 
hour, we discoverd the best lure in 
my tacklebox was a small 
bug. With it, we caught 17 
straight, fat. bluegills and two 

bass. Then the bug li! 
came apart and fishing dropped off 
badly. 

I wound up the day with 123 
points, giving me a berth at seven- 
th place. The next morning, Jim 
Fowler of Buckhead Enterprises 
and I agreed what was needed was 
a BIG bass, so that's what we went 
after. Three hours later and not a 
fish in the boat, we decided to head 
out for some bluegills. They came 
easily, and surprisingly we also 
caught two bass. 

In the afternoon, Glen Hunter of 
Twin Palms really put us on the 
fish . . . 43 bluegills and 8 bass for a 
total of 200 points. Suddenly I was 
in second place, a berth I never 
hoped to occupy. 

Tuesday night Frank DeMoisey 
of Big Bass Lodge treated the con- 
testants to supper. As. in year's 
past, Frank's repast was one to 
remember. He had marinated the 
chicken all day, served livers as 
snacks and included a salad, fresh 
homemade biscuits, beans and 
other delights on the menu.

Refiners 
profit at 
Grower's 
expense? 


GAINESVILLE-Refiners cam- 
paigning against the Sugar Stabili- 
zation Act of 1978 are profiteering 
at the expense of growers and 
consumers, says the president of 
Florida's: largest -farmer organiza- 
tion. 


"We endorse the concept of the 
act (Senate Bill 2990) because it 
will give some stability to the 
sugar industry," says Walter J. 
Kautz, a sugarcane grower and 
president of Florida Farm Bureau 
Federation (FFBF). 


"But refiners are doing their 
darndest to defeat the act so they 
cán continue to buy cheaper 
off-shore sugar, wreck price stabi- 
lity in the United States and 


eventually put domestic growers ` 


out of büsiness," Kautz says. 


They are being overly greedy at 
the expénse of growers and the 
consumers, he says. 


“It’s just like our oil situation,” 
Kautz says. “If we don't grow sugr 
in the US, consumers will be forced 
to pay outrageous prices by 
foreign growers who have total 
control of the market.” 


The Sugar Stabilizatswwn Act of 
1978 would establish a price 
objective for sugar delivered in 
New York at about 17 cents per 
pound. 


Kautz says US sugar producers 
have suffered three consecutive 
seasons of disastrously low prices. 
They declined from 65 cents a 
pound (raw, duty paid, New York) 
in 1974 to a-low of nine cents a 
pound in September 1976. The last 
New York spot price quotation was 


-14 cents & pound on Nov. 2, 1977.

John R. Maloy, Executive Direc- 
tor, said, “There is really nothing 
{new in this document as compared 
with what we published and 
distributed widely in April. The 
Executive Summary '78 merely 
takes the public input and incor- 
porates it into the planning 
process. We will be bringing fur- 
ther updates on the Plan to the 
Board in the near future, and we 
encourage the public to continue 
participating. But this is just the 
first planning area we have to deal 
with. We've got to get on with our 
work in the Lower West Coast, not. 
to mention the Upper East Coast 
and Kissimmee River Basin.” 

Опе of the major issues of con- 
troversy seems to .be the recom- 
mendation to support the concept 
of backpumping in the Lower East 
Coast planning area. Concern was 
expressed that this meant the 
District was planning to construct 
facilities to implement backpum- 
ping in the West Palm Beach Canal 
prior to investigating the potential 
impact of that alternative to the 
Everglades Conservation Areas.

County charter draft 
is now complete 


The Palm Beach County Charter 
Advisory Council completed last 
Thursday a draft of the proposed 
county charter which will be sub- 
mitted to the Board of County 
Commissioners by June 1. 

In a major reversal of their 
earlier position, the council voted 
8-3 to bring the present con- 
stitutional officers under the char- 


г ter as elected charter officers. 


This move would require the 
elected charter officers of sheriff, 
tax collector, property appraiser, 
supervisor of elections and clerk of 
the circuit. court and their em- 
ployes to come under the county 
personnel system. 

This includes pay and job 
classifications, fringe benefits and 
grievance procedures. The elected 
Officers woul continue their right to 
hire and fire employes in their own 
departrnents as they presently do. 


The council approved 
streamlining the county ad 
ministrative struoture from 30 
departments to nine, ine nine 
departments proposed are Central 
Services, County Attorney, 
Budget and Finance, Human Ser- 
vices, Public Safety, Building, 
Planning. and Zoning, Parks and 
Recreation, Engineering and 
Public Works and Utility Services 

All department heads would be 
appointed by and be responsible to. 
the county manager except the 
county attorney. The county at- 
torney will be appointed by the 
county commission. 

The council will have a final 
meeting today to review the final 
draft of the charter, After receiving 
the proposed charter, the county 
commission will. schedule- public 
hearings during the month of June
